HEALTH REPORT POR THe Yar 1920. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Castle Donington Fural 


District Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have much pleasure in presenting my Seventh Annual 
Report on the Health and General Sanitary Conditions of the 
District. 

Bpeaking generally , the health of the District during the year 
has been very good — As stated in a special Column, the number 
of deaths from all causes is Highty - Of these three eighths (#) 
ocourred in persons over sixty five years of age —- and one firth 
(1/5th) during the first twelve months of life. ‘There has been 
no marked epidemic of any infectious disease, but a few cases 
of Pneumonia, Yuberculosis , Diphtheria, Malarial Fever and 
Scarlatina have been notified at different times during the year. 

Natural and social conditions of the District. 

The population in 1911 (the last Census) was 6416 

Estimated on 1920 (there is probably no marked alteration) 

The area of the District is 15,938/, slightly over 22 square 
miles.

BIRTHS. One hundred and thirty nine births were registered 
during the year as compared with cighty seven in 1919 - giving a 
birth rate for the year of 22.64 per thousand of the population. 

fhe Derby Infirmary. the Loughborough Dispensary and the 
Nottingham and Leicester Hospitals were utilised to the fullest 
extent for all accidents ak noite illnesses requiring such 
attention as could not be given in the patients’ homes - Also 
for the removal of Adenoids in Children - Several of the poorer 
patients were, ON occagion treated as out patients at the above

WATER SUPPLY. — Most of the houses are now supplied with town 
water, which is of a good quality but rather hard. A few of the 
houses in the towns and all the villages are supplied by Wells - 
iSwo Samples of the latter were taken for Analysis -— In the one 
case the ell was Gleafnsed and repaired and in the other the 
public supply was substituted - The supply is practically 
constant and soarcity is quite exceptional. 

There has been no pollution of rivers during the year. 


— © DRATHAGS & SEWERAGH. Castle Donington has a system of sewerage to 
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drain the whole place.— ‘The sewage is pumped up and passe6 
through filter beds at a Sewage Farn. 

In Kegworth there is a similar arrangement. 

In Breedon on the Hill, Diseworth, Lockington and Hemington 
the sewage empties into ite brooks which are kept thoroughly 
Cleaned out.

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the Sanitary condition of all the Schoole in the District is 
quite good. ‘he Castle Donington and Kegworth Uchools are all 
supplied with town water.-} Diseworth with well water -

The Kegworth, Diseworth Castle Donington snd Hemington 
Schools were closed for varying periods during Mareh April 
and May owing to the prevalence of Heagsles - Also the Infant 
School at Kegworth during part of august for the same reason 
fhe game School (Kegworth Infant) was closed in December on 
account of Whooping Cough, geliso at the same time the breedon 
Sehools for Measles and Scarlet Fever. 

PREVALENCE OF AND GCOMTROL OVER INPUCTIOUS DISHAGES. 
Searlet Fever wan the nost prevalent disease - ten causes - 
three in one house - the gource of infection could not be 
Getected. Diphtheria Antitoxin was used in all suspicious 
cases when seen sarly - supplied free of cost to those who 
could not afford to pay for it. No case of Encephalites 
Lethargica was reported.

TUBERCULOSIS - The Notification of this disease is being 
carried out more generally now than it used to be - No means 
have been adopted to enforce the regulations and secure 
prompt notification and it is to be hoped that such may not be 
required especially as the general public is becoming much 
more alive to the infectious nature of the disease.
